Kerosene oil appears 
this year as an import, to the extent of 
2,437 cases. ‘here was a considerably 
increased import’ of native sundries, 
including over 4,000 piculs of sheep's 
wool, and a much reduced export: list, 
the Szechuan produce, for which Ichang 
was formerly the shipping port, now 
going largely from Chungking. he re- 
export list becomes a very long one this 
year, the majority of the goods which 
formerly went into the interior under 
transit paises now going to Chungking 
as re-exports. At Kiukiang the decline 
was mainly under export duty, though 
there was a falling-off also under opium 
duty and likin, e import of cottons 
and woollens generally was not up to 
1891, though Indian yarn rose from Pls. 
10,245 to Pls. 15,297; while foreign 
and native sundries were on the whole 
well maintained. ‘The chief feature in 
the exports was a decline in black tea 
from Pls. 163,558 to Pls. 120,225 ; but 
4,851 piculs of brick tea were shipped 
against none last year. ‘The decline at 
Wulbu was mainly under the head of 
export duty. The import trade was 
generally as large as in 1891, while 
Tudian yarn continued to be appreciated 
at Wubu, the import rising irom Pls 
708 to Pls. 6,183. ‘The only noticeable 
decline in exports was in rice, which 
fell from Pls.1,268,633 to Pls.1,050,696, 

The collection at Shanghai fell from 
‘Ns. 1,968,552 to Ts. 1,750,114, and the 
following table will show how the loss

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In the import of cotton goods there 
was an increses in grey and dyed shirt- 
ings, T-cloths, chintzes, etc., and hand- 
kerchiefs, and a decline in nearly all 
the other staples ; but Indian yarn rose 
from Pls, 179,906 to Pls. 215,566. In 
woollens the only decrease was in cam- 
lets and long ells. In metals there 
was a marked decrease in nail-rod and 
bar iron, and an enormous increase in 
lead.

‘The table of re-exports reflects to a 
great extent the table of imports ; but 
an inspection of all. these tables does 
not show—in the second quarter of the 
year at any rate—that great decline in 
the import and improvement in the 
export trade, which the fall in exchange 
might lead us'to anticipate. 

The chief decline at Tainan was in 
opium duty und likin, ‘The import and 
export business were both good, the 
export ‘of camphor having risen from 
Pls. 363 to Pls. 1,424, and of sugar 
from Pls, 289,718 to Pls. 318,515. At 
Swatow the loss was practically alto- 
gether underexport duty, though there 
was‘a trivial decline under opium duty 
and likin, here wis a decline in the 
import of cottons, woollens and metals, 
even: Indian yarn falling a ‘little below 
both of the previous years. In foreign 
sundries,'the import of kerosene oil was 
more than’doubled by the arrival of 
27,200. cases of Russian oil. In ex- 
ports, there was a notable decline in 
indigo, and sugar, white and brown. 
Only 406,072 piculs of sugar were ex- 

rted against 687,709 piculs in 1891. 

n Canton there was an increase under 
import: duty, and a’ decline under ex- 
port: duty and opium duty and likin. 
‘There was ‘a heavy falling-off in the 
import'of cottons, woollens, and metals 
through the foreign customs, though 
Indian yarn rose from Pls. 35,189 to 
Pls. 54,435. Sundries were well main- 
tained, with an enormous increase in 
kerosetie oil. In exports, there was a 
great falling-off in canes, fans, matting 
and sugar : raw silk showed an improve- 
ment, and tea was steady. There re- 
mains only Kiungchow, where the de- 
ficiency was not marked. It was mainly 
in tonnage dues, which are always un- 


certain, and opium duty and likin. 
The import of cottons, woollens and 
metals ivas fairly maintained, Indian 
yarn showing a slight decline. The 
import trade in sundries was above last 
year's. Nearly all the articles of export 
from Kiungehow showed an improve- 
ment, notably eggs, of which about 3 
millions were shipped against a little 
over 2 millions in the same-quarter of 
1891.

This little 
Colony ean do nothing of itself, but it is 
right that all silver-using countries should 
take measures to let their views be known 
by the forthcoming Monetary Conference. 
There may be differences of opinion as to 
the expediency of a bimetallic standard, 
but there can be none upon the broad qués- 
tion that these continual fluctuations in 
exchange are injurious to trade, preventing 
its expansion, causing frequent failures, 
and producing a geveral want of confidence.

QUARTER OF 1892.

Lioyn's Register Shipbuilding Returns

Tuue last are not without some conso- 
lation for those who own property in 
steam and sailing ships. ‘The actual 
tonnage under construction on the 30th 
of June was very much—65,000 tons— 
less than on the 31st of March ; while the 
amount of tonnage for the construction 
of which preparations were being made 
was not much more than half that.at 
the end of the previous quarter. Low 
and unremunerative freights are more 
often due to over-building than to a 
decline in the quantity of merchandise 
wanting to be transported ; and it isa 
curious thing that the largest steam- 
ship compauies, like the P. & 0, are 
most apt to complain of their com- 
petitors over-building, while they are 
constantly launching new and larger 
vessels themselves ; not merely for their 
legitimate business as carriers of mails 
and passengers, but also for purely 
freighting purposes. When over-build-

tively on the 30th of June, 1891. Old 
sailors were afraid some ‘few years ago 
that with the rapid disappearance of 
sailing vessels, the race of seamen would 
die out, and there would be only left 
a crowd of fine-weather,  tin-kettle, 
deck-hands, who would have forgotten, 
if they ever knew, what it was to go 
aloft in a gale of wind. But, the sail- 
ing-vessel though it seemed moribund 
some years ago, has come forward again, 
and of the tonnage under construction 
nearly twenty per cent. is sailing, For 
long voyages on certajy, routes the big 
four-masted steel sailing vessel cau 
compete successfully with the: ocean 
tramp. It’ is to be noticed, moreover, 
that of the vessels preparing—but not, 
yet actually under construction—51 
are steamers of 92,964 gross tons, and 
26 are sailing ships of 30,285 gross 
tons, the proportion of sailing ships 
to the whole being 25 per cent. We 
may add that “the tonnage preparing 
}is now less than it has been at any 
date since June, 1890. With the ex- 
jception of that time, so low a figure 
as the present. has not been touched 
since September, 1887.”

‘and intelligent use which Liu Ch‘ang-yu 
made of his troops, that the smoulder- 
ing embers were preventing from bursting 
into a general flue. throughout the pro- 
vince. In the time of peace which followed, 
the administration of the Governor-General 
was not less distinguished. He mingled 
merey, with severity, aiding the people to 
recover their strength and repressing all 
lawlessness of the soldiers, In forwarding 
this petition, the memorialist recalls the 
fact that, when he was Governor of Hunan, 
the people of that province asked permii 
sion to erect a temple to Lin Ch‘ang-yu in 
his native home; and the Emperor's 
sanction was graciously accorded to the 
proposal.—Request granted. 
PASSAGE OF GRAIN JUNKS.

Turthor, in the absence of proper records

added daring the current half-year ; the *re- 
formed” plant has given every satisfaction, 
and is estimated by the manager as eapable 
of working off piculs 50,000 sugar in the sea- 
son of ten months, which will allow of some 
further extension in cultivation, 

Labour. ~The Directors ‘are glad to report 
that all difficulties in the matter of labour 
seem to have disappeared. Mr. Stewart has 
proved himself an able manager of labour, 
and by the introduction of various reforms 
hhas succeeded in producing complete con- 
tentment amongst, the coolies,.and the condi- 
tion of affairs has been very favourably 
reported upon by the Government Inspector. 
The number of coolies on the estate is now 
about 1,100 as against 1,300 at the beginning 
of the season, but the work has by no means 
suffered by the diminution, as is shown by 
the fact that during the year 219} orlongs 
have been added to the cultivation, by far 
the largest area in any one year of the com- 
pany’s history.

prospects 
for the coming season ate in every respect 
very encouraging. Owing to the substantial 
additions which age has been able to 
make to the cultivation, the urea to be crop- 
ped is 996} otlongs, or say about 350 orlongs 
more than in the season just closed. The 
report upon the canes is all that could be 
desired, and the manager's estimate of a pro- 
duction of Pls. 37,661 sugar may be consider- 
ably exceeded. Present prices of sugar, too,

accounts are stated, the working account 
bears not only the expenses of the season 
under report, but is also charged .with the 
monies spent on the crop planted for the 
following year. 

Debentures.—Of the 15% debentures Tia. 
30,800 are now redeemable. and the remaining 
‘Tis. 14,200 fall due in January-May 1893. 
‘The Directors have not found it possible dur- 
ing the year to propose any scheme for the 
redemption of these debentures which would 
have been likely to meet with success, but 
the improved ts of thie Company now 
render it probable that before long it will be 
found possible to reduce the -present ruinous 
interest charge.

ELECTRIC LIGHTING ON 
STEAMERS. 
To the Biitor of the 
Nonri-Cuma Darcy News, 


Sin,—I noticed in your issue of the 16th 
instant, that the fire that occurred on the 
Empress of Japan was said to be due to the 
fusing of electric light wires on, board. I 
had the privilege of going over this particu- 
lar boat, some twelve months ago, and Iam 
not at all surprised to hear of this accident, 
for,’at that time, in wy opinion, the instal 
lation was not’ by any means perfect, 
However, the Enipress in question seems to 
have heen more unfortunate than other 
steamers fitted up iv an inferior manner, 
for instance one steamer a little while ago 
spoilt a portion of her cargo of tea, and 
another on her Inst voyage out to Shanghai 
only escaped getting on fire, I am told, by 
extinguishing her, electric ‘lights. In'my 
opinion. electric light is by far the safest 
illuminant we have at present, bid care inust 
be taken as regards the placing of fuses and 
(Mele sectional area.” T Rave seen ships ran: 
ning out of Shanghai having wires connected 
to lamps biaving » sectional area of aq. mil, 
0.656, tlie fuse wire being a piece of 
No. 18 B.W.G. copper wire with a sectional 
area of sq. mil. 1.167, whereas it should 
have been a No. 29 tin’ wire with sectional 
area of sq. mil.

A LADY'S VISIO MOUNT: 
4 O-MI 

We have been favoured with the follow. 
ing extract front a private letter addressed 
toa friend in. England 





26th Tuly, 1892. 
« With whom do you think we 
have been lunching to-day? Ihave. had 
tea: with’ gold-miners in Alaska, and Juns 
cheonin a lumber camp in British Columbia, 
and dinner with a party’ of Chinese mer- 
chants in Chungking, but to-day; of all 
ople in the world, 1t was-with the Chief 
riest of a Buddhist. Monastery ‘on the 
sacred mountain of O-Mi!. And very 
the luncheon was. - I really felt fed, always 
a-matter of question when one is: living 
upon tins. He did not sit’ down ‘with us, 
but he entertained us by his conversation; 
and.we had ourown table-cloth and forks 
and spoons, and our own servant: to wait 
upon us. ‘The room was all sot out with- 
red: cloth. beautifully embroidered: with 
pale blues,—hanging’on the front of the 
side: tablepover the backs of ‘the chairs, 
and down from the seats, on which there 
were cool summer cushions. There ‘were 
twelve courses: besides the rice, and a whole 
number of monks and pilgrims’ aksembled 
to see us ‘eat... Our room opened into 
the Temple, where. Puhsien (gigantic) sat 
upon the altaron a. sort of leopard. 
I believe some people say. Puhsien was 
Sakyamuni’s son ; -but as to. the Chief 
Priest, he seems never. to have heard of 
Sakyamuni or of Gautama, pronounce them 
how we will. But he says ‘Ontito Fo!” 
as a greeting, and interlards all his talk 
with it. “Tam so glad you like your-din- 
ner, Omito!"—‘ We are ‘very poor, we 
want 200,000. tiles: to roof the ‘tempies, 
Omito !""—ete., ‘ete. We found beignets of 
pumpkin. flower, in dough, I- think, per- 
fectly delicious. :, But our Boy says," Pos, 
bat you putin catty (14 1b.)of our, sand 
get three -ounces.” It. was -a-regular 
Charity Lunch, for directly it was over:tho 
High .

‘a very ‘palpable attempt to change the 
conversation. However, our modest ‘sum 
got ‘written down, and the chief priest 
‘négrly wept. But he came to show the 
"Nbetan image, and he seemed to find it 
absolutely iminteresting. It holds a little 
White rabbit in one hand, and » rosary 
with very large beads in the other, a1 
looks as ‘conceited as it is possible to look. 
Biit «is'he-said it was made on the moun- 
tain and notin Tibet, we did not photo- 
graph it and him together. As far as we 
can make out, this mountain was sacred 
long “before Buddhism, and every day 
crowds of pilgrims come, numbers of Chi- 
nese women with their bandaged feet 
wrapped up’ in husks of Indian corn to 
make it easier to walk up the steep flights 
of Steps, that lead up 11,000 feet to the 
Jof the mountain.” How they manage 
it can’t think. The saying is, if you are 
‘bad man with sins unrepented of, and go 
up'the mountain you die. Six men have 
its ibd ‘this year, There is a wonderful 
bronze’ Pulsien riding on a colossal bronze 
elephant’ beautifully made, each of its feet 
standinig’ on lotus flower. ‘This is in a 
temple just behind our’s, with a dome, and 
made of bricks, both very unusual in China, 
and said here’ never.to have been built, 
but to have come in a single night. I 
can’t tell you how I wish to get away 
from all these temples. They ‘begin to 
oppresk me so, All the people prostrat- 
ing themselves, and then offering incense 
before each image in. turn—and there 
are so many—and lighting a candle before 
each. They come with great baskets full. 
‘They come out of the temples with a rapt 
expression. And then our little white 
Jong-lired dog springs out on them, and 
they start so! We don’t know what to do. 
Because they call him a lion dog—he is 
the Chinese idea of a lion—and seem to 
regard him as a semi-sacred thing. Idon’t 
vrant him to go into the temples at all, and 
* the thresholds are so high he can hardly 
get over, But there's always some one 
who will hand him over, and then the con- 
ceited dog shakes his sides, and frisks 
about among the worshippers. ‘This wor- 
ship has been going on for thousands of 
and yet I don’t believe any one has

leu about, Pubsien. ‘Then  there’s 
Kuanyin over and over again—like a By- 
vantine Virgin and child—with a very 


sweet face, on this mountain. And women 
come and’ pray for children, and ca 
away little dolls. ‘The more I think of it, 
the less I know what I believe about it all. 
Nara, where they. had worshipped for so 
many years in Japan, seemed to be 
haunted. But this mountain does not 
feel haunted, nor so far does it feel sacred. 
But so far we arc-only up 3,000 feet, 
with mosquitoes. all alive about us, and 
seisgur-grinders shrilling their souls out 
in just, L should think, the highest note 
ossible for the human ear to hear, 
hesides others more like other scissor- 
grinders, Then though. this temple seemed 
clean on first atrival by comparison with 
Chinese inns, its dirt now has a very mate- 
rislising effect .upon one’s susceptibilities. 
It is henutifully situated on a spur of the 
mountain, with an amphitheatre of moun- 
tain peaks girdling it in except on one side, 
where,it looks down on the plain country 
and rivers we. came up from. ‘There are 
trees and, we are assured, tigers, a man 
having been eaten -by one fen days ago. 
But a8 I am also told eight men together 
were going up.a,peak not far from here, 
aud of the eight fve were killed by tigers, 
Tam not quite sure whether one can believe 
everything one is.told on O-mi-shan. At 
all events the tiger mosquitoes seem the 
more, teal danger at present. We had

THE FIRE ON THE EMPRESS 
OF JAPAN. 


We have received full particulars of 
the accident to the Cauadian mail steamer 
Empress of Japan after leaving this port on 
Monday week, which necessitated Captain 
Lee’s putting ‘about and shaping » course 
for Hakodate in order to remove the cargo 
stowed in the after-hold which was found 
to be on fire. It became generally known 
that a fire had broken out on Wednesday 
evening after a somewhat erratic perform- 
ance by the electric lights. Asa fret, fire 
was discovered by the officers of the ship 
some time before it was suspected by the 
passengers, and when the combustion was 
Gefinitely located in the after-hold the first 
means taken to extinguish it was by the 
introduction of steam from the. boilers into 
the hold by an arrangement specially de- 
signed for that purpose, The steam process, 

is satly repressive in 
ordinary cases, pi this instance to 
be ineffectual, and this demonstrated the 
fact that the fre had obtained a great 
hold than was at first surmised. nptai 
Lee then resolved that to run for Hako- 
date was the best course to pursue, and 
ip was consequently headed for that 
he introduction of ateam pro 
iticient to subdue the fire, it was foun 
necessary to pump in water, "How far this 
mexsure was needed may be gathered from 
the fact. that the divisional steel bulkhead 
between the after-hold and the engine: 
room lind become red-hot. Holes were 
wn drilled, nd water poured 
in sufficient quai to drown the 
fire, and the immedinte- danger of an 
extending conflagration was averted. In
